Th opening the annial meeting of the 
Canadian Council of Amriculture at Re- 
ap ay February 28rd, the President, 
A; Amos, who is also President of 
the United Farmers of Ontario, briefly 
reviewed the work and organization of 
the Council, and vigorously a

“The Council,” sald Mr. Amos, “has 
‘performed a great. service for the farmers 
th Canada. Financially it has saved or 
Secured for them in the price received 
for their grain, and other produce in 
transportation charges, and in other 
ways, hundreds of millions of dollars. 
Fdneationally it has stimulated their 
‘thought, and provided them with material 
for study which has enabled: them to be- 
come better farmers, better. neighbors, 
and better citizens, Althovgh not a 
political organization it gave in 1921 a 
lead’ which resulted in agriculture for tho 
first time. securing anything like adequate 
representation. in. the Canadian Parlia: 
ment, and in introducing higher ideals 
find higher: standards into the public 
life. of the country. Ina legislative way 
it- has been instrumental in securing the 
enactment of such measures as...will 
ameliorate social and economic injustices 
and will make for a‘ better citizenship. 
Its record of achievement. therefore 
speaks for itself and I would like to 
ask those who have persistently criticized: 
the Council and its membership what 
they have accomplished. which will in 
any measure: compare with it.
